Francis was buried 25 Jan 1602, at Hemblington. Joan was buried on 17 Mar 1610/11, at Ranworth. These villages 
are all within a two mile radius.

The Pages first went to Salem, Mass., where Lucy was admitted ta membership in the church in 1639. The same 
year, they moved on to Hampton, NH, having received a grant of 10 acres for a house lot, lying between the lots of 
Willigm Marston on the west and Robert Marston on the east. The Page family kept it for 6 generations.

Concerning Ann Wadd, aged 15, who came with the Phes to New England; there is some evidence that the name 
Wadd, as published, was correctly (Ward), and that Anu was his wife's sister and later married Edward Colcord of 
Hampton. On 24 Jun 1673, Robert Page of Hinpton, conveyed land by a deed in which he called Edward Colcord of 
Hampton, his brother and Celcord's wife, Ann, his sister. There was no Ama Page for Colcord io have married, so 
he must have meant his wife's sister. Ann Colcord bore 10 children between 1641 amd 1667, so she must have been 
born between 1621 and 1625. Anm Wadd(Ward) was born about 1622, so, Ann and Lucy Were probably sisters. 


Robert Page made his Will 9 Sep 1679, and died 22 Sep 1680, aged 75 years old.
